hen I was a boy living on the 
WY vic: of North Dakota, my 
father owned two teams of 
horses. One team was his pride and 


joy. There was ciferes fast or fancy 
about Pat and Don, but you could 


never stop them. These two horses 


knew how to work together. Ive 
watched my father hook them up to 
some load that was stuck. These 
horses wouldn't jump into the harness. 
Dad would just give them the word 
as he held on to the reins firmly and 
they would begin to lean slowly into 


the harness. Soon, out came the load 


that the other horses couldn't pull. 


_ They were harness broke. They never 


knew a load that was too heavy. 


Another time my father bought a 
bronc as a mate for another horse. He 
named it Baldy This new bronc was 
the most beautiful animal I had ever 
seen and Dad began to break him. 
He teamed him up and it was amaz- 
ing how he could pull the wagon. He 
could strut beautifully, his color and 


actions were a sight to behold. He 


was the prize and the talk of every- 


one. But that was while the wagon 


was empty. As soon as Dad put a load 
in the wagon he would stand there 
and kick and fuss. He would never

the wagon just rolled back and forth 
and never got anywhere. This horse 


These experiences picture many 
Christians today in our churches. Be- 
fore a church can flourish and_be- 


come a true apostolic church, there 
must be a patterning of the entire 
"congregation to God's plan of opera- 
t s 
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tions. Our pastors are carrying loads 
that are too heavy. The outreach of 
our churches has been hindered by 
the lack of training and perfecting of 
the saints for the work of the minis- 
try. Eph. 4:12 “For the perfecting of 
the saints, for the work of the minis- 
try, for the edifying of the body of 
Christ.” 

A lot of folk today are like Baldy. 
When things are regular theyre not 
around. But put on something spec- 
ial and theyre in the front seat or 
front row of the choir, or they want 
to sing a solo, or lead the singing. 
They haven't been harness broke. 


To build apostolic churches full of 
power, courage and might, means 
that there will be a lot of crosses, bur- 
dens and responsibilities before the 
church can move into the area of 
stability which is built out of men 
and women who have a sense of 
values and know how to lean into the 
harness and pull the load of the Gos- 
pel work. We live in a day when re- 
ligion has been so glamorized_ that 
you don’t have to do anything differ- 
ent to be in the church than to be in 
the world. We feel we'll serve God 
if we have time. The Lord will not 
play with such foolishness, he is a 
Jealous God and He wants all! “Seek 
ye first the Kingdom of God,” He 
says, and we keep trying to put it in 
reverse. 

For saints to be perfected or made 
fit, for the work of the ministry, they 
must be willing to do three things. 

Yield So As To Be Anointed 

Self fights to reign in our lives. 

When God asks us to do certain 


things we rebel, were not harness 
broke! We must yield to God in or- 
der to have His life. The key to the 
baptism in the Holy Spirit is yield- 
ing . . . the key to all our spiritual 
victories is submission. Self must bow 
before there is room for God’s pres- 
ence. We pray and plead for the 
anointing and God’s presence but He 
is already here. The question lies 
within ourselves and our submission 
to Him, thus we come into the cate- 
gory of being harness broke. 

“Pentecostal Mass” has arisen in 
our local churches. We say our little 
prayers, get a “God bless you” by the 
altar and pray just long enough to 
get a “change” that won’t carry us on 
until Monday morning. We've never 
wrestled with the dying in our com- 
munity, we don’t weep over the 
children who are more damned than 
born into our community, we aren’t 
disturbed over the lost and the dy- 
ing or the cries of the perishing mil- 
lions. We have moved into a realm of 
self-gratification until all the flesh 
wants is blessing upon its own inter- 
ests. We need to get back to yielding 
until the spirit of our inner man 
knows how to cooperate with the 
Spirit of God and to intercede until 
the old flesh bows down and Christ 
and his pattern begin to rise. 

There was another man who train- 
ed horses. I saw him one day taking 
a horse that no one else could break. 
Whenever anyone climbed into the 
saddle on this horse it would rear up 
and go backward. All this man did 
was to take a long iron pipe with a

piece of rubber around the end, and 
the first time the horse reared up to 
go back, he conked it right between 
the ears! I thought the man was the 
most cruel trainer on the face of the 
earth. But that horse later became 
his best animal. It took that yielding 
of its will to be harness broke. 


“For they verily for a few days 
chastened us after their own pleasure; 
but he for our profit, that we might 
be partakers of his holiness. Now no 
chastening for the present seemeth to 
be joyous, but grievous; nevertheless 
afterward it yieldeth the peaceable 
fruiit of righteousness unto them 
which are exercised thereby.” Heb. 
12:10-11. 


Take Up Your Cross 


After we have yielded to God, then 
we are willing to take the next step, 
that of taking up our cross. “And he 
who does not take up his cross and 
follow Me (that is, cleave steadfastly 
to Me, conforming wholly to My ex- 
ample in living and if need be in dy- 
ing also) is not worthy of Me. Who- 
ever finds his (lower) life will lose 
(the higher life), and whoever loses 
his (lower) life on My account will 
find (the higher life). Matt. 10:38-39, 
Amplified. In this age we are con- 
scious of undue concern about our 
security. All of us must use wisdom 
and not be ignorant and slothful in 
business. But we have undue concern 
over these matters until today in every 
act the Christian lays aside the cross 
in order to carry on his own conquest. 
A cross is an instrument of death, and 
all of us will do anything to get away 
from dying. The cross also demands 
constant dying, but this dying is only 
to the flesh. The world ridicules it 
and calls it death and a cross. But 
when you take the step of dedication 
and begin to enjoy the stream of di- 
vine life that will flow through you 
and anoint, quicken, and motivate 
you, then you will realize that it isn’t 
a cross at all, but a glorious life! The 
aes is only in the mind of the car- 
nal. 


Every man must have a cross. 
When a man is yielded then he is 
willing to pull the load. He knows 
how to lean into the harness. He can 
be counted on for he is steady, knows 
his objective and how to get there. 
You can always tell the Christian who 
hasn't been willing to take up _ his 
cross. Yes, he’s always there helping 
during special meetings and the big 
services, but you can never count on 
them when the tempo slows and the 
going gets rough. They want to teach, 
but don’t want to care about those 
they are teaching. Always glad to 
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sing to a full house, never around @ 
when the crowd is down. 

Today many people are sitting on @ 
the sidelines in our churches. They 
occupy a pew but you can never get @ 
them to an altar, never in there dig- 
ging and pulling. They have been dis- o 
appointed by other Christians, there @ 
have been misunderstandings, hearts 
that have been hurt. Why? They 
never were far enough into the work 
of the church, so when a little thing 
came along they sat back and began 
to ride on the outside. They never @ 
were harness broke. 

What is a cross? Something con- @ 
trary to your own desires, or contrary 
to the plan of Jesus, something you @ 
love and enjoy, that sidetracks you B 
from the real issues of being a true 
Christian. Why did Demos forsake 
the Lord? For having loved this pres- 
ent world. He didn’t want to miss 
Heaven, but he couldn’t give up his 
love for the things of the world. 

John Mark started out on a mission- 
ary journey too. When the going got 
too hard he went back home. But 
later we find that Paul says to bring 
John Mark back to him “for he is 
profitable unto me for the ministry.” 
What happened? He had yielded to 
the Lord and was now willing to car- 
ry his cross.

Take On Our Yoke 


If we have yielded to be anointed @ 
and have taken up our cross, then we & 
will take the yoke. “Come to Me, all 
you who labor and are heavy-laden @ 
and over-burdened, and I will cause 
you to rest — I will ease and relieve @ 
and refresh your souls. Take My yoke 
upon you, and learn of Me; for I am 
gentle (meek) and humble (lowly) 
in heart, and you will find rest — re- 
lief, ease and refreshment and re- 
creation and blessed quiet — for your 
souls.” Matt. 11:28-29 Amplified. & 

Every man bears a yoke. But the 
yoke of this world is a heavier yoke @ 
than the yoke of the Lord. When we 
are “harness broke” and are ready to @ 
pull our share of the load, then we 
take up our yoke, put it on our 
shoulders and begin to lean into the 
program of God. The church will be- 
gin to flourish. We will be found in 
the prayer meeting before service, in 
attendance at the Wednesday night 
service, interceding for souls, and 
praying with people at the altar.

he modern American church 
serves much more than the wor- 
ship needs of its congregation. 
Wm. H. Leach says, “The church of 
today is a five-fold church. It builds 
1) for worship, 2) for education, 3) 
for Christian fellowship, 4) for ad- 


@ ministration, 5) for the parking of 


automobiles.” Criteria for judging 
each new feature of the church are 
whether it adds to the program of the 
church and has an integral part in 
the life of the church family. With the 
provision of additional services, 
church buildings today are larger, re- 
quiring much space and more ground 
area. Too little attention is generally 
given to the selection of a building 
site. If it is reasonable in cost, and 
easy of access, it is often considered 
appropriate. But it is better to have 
a poor church on a good location than 
an excellent building in the wrong 
place. Even the finest design suffers 
if placed upon a crowded plot with 


Most new churches are built on _ 
new locations. This generally reflects 
an inadequate present _ situation. 


parking or a dilapidated old building, 
too small and not adapted to re- | 
modeling, or not worth repairing. And 
why spend the money on an old 
structure in a poor location? Then 
too, there may be an opportunity to 
sell at an advantage, and this may 
indicate an appropriate time to 
launch a new building program. The 
choice of a location is extremely im- 
portant, for in a real sense the life of 

the church may depend upon a wise | 


@ choice. Ample time should therefore 


be devoted to this task which should 


@ reflect the understanding of the con- 


gregation as a whole and not merely ~ 
the thinking of the pastor or a few

individuals. 
__ Selection of a site should consider 
_ the needs of being easily reached by 
_ most of the congregation, of acces- 
_ sibility and visibility to the commun- 
ity at large, usually to avoid noisy 
traffic and dangerous highways, and 
certainly adequate parking facilities 
_ which is requiring more and more 
_ space. Provision of areas for outdoor 
_ fellowship and recreational activities 
_ is also rapidly becoming a part of the 
_ church planning picture in California. 
The majority of church planning con- 
- sultants still concur that churches 
should not be built on side streets, 
and that corner lots do have distinct 
_ advantages. There is less restricted 
_ planning, more parking space and the 
_ building is more conspicuous as well 
as accessible. Of greatest importance 
is the need to secure enough prop- 
_ erty for future building development, 
and parking needs to accommodate 
building set back requirements and 
percentage restrictions, and possibili- 
ties for adequate landscaping. The 
_ larger congregations should think in 
terms of acres in choosing the site. 
_ Present trends favor the spreading 
out of the church building, with out- 
_ side light for every room, no more 
than two stories high, and seldom 
_ that, except in split-level arrange- 
- ments. The church may be thought 
of as a group of buildings, instead of 
_ one great structure. This is often call- 
__ ed the “campus-type” church and has 
_ the additional advantages of better 
sound separation and internal traffic 
flow. One building consultant con- 
_ siders two acres to be about a mini- 
- mum for an average church and park- 
ing lot, with more ground desirable. 
_ The ratio of seats in the church to the 
_ parking spaces is declining. The old- 
er 10:1 ratio is giving way to as low 
as 4:1 in many instances. Church 
parking lots should allow 400 square 


In selecting the site attention must 
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New Church 


be given to the zoning laws and other 
restrictions relative to materials, walls 
and foundations, percentage of 
ground usable for the actual building, 
etc. Residence zoning may provide 
little space for the church needs of 
the community. Industrial zoning may 
not always exclude churches, or may 
be established later, with the attend- 
ant danger of having a boiler factory 
next to the worship building. So in 
addition to considering the zoning 
laws the potential industrial and other 
development of the area must be 
studied. Shifts of population should 
be wisely considered, and obviously 
all these things should be investigat- 
ed before the site is purchased. Exist- 
ing structures on the ground purchas- 
ed may constitute a great stumbling 
block. There may be an exaggerated 
estimate of their salvage value, or the 
possibility of incorporating them in- 
to the new building (nearly always 
an impossibility), or of the rental in- 
come value assisting the purchase of 
the property. This may result in a 
sorry placement of the church build- 
ings, with no possibility of later rec- 
tification. It is an observable fact that 
too often when an acreage is obtain- 
ed the mistake of setting the church 
building too close to the street is 
made. Space is the keynote of mod- 
ern church planning. Ample setbacks, 
trees, shrubbery, landscaping, are so 
desirable. The choice of the absolute 
minimum size lot is to be deplored. 
Even if there is good design of edi- 
fice the effect is disappointing. On 
the other hand, even a mediocre 
building in a good setting is impres- 
sive. Do not forget that buildings can 
be modified in terms of future de- 
velopment, but site limitations re- 
main. 

When making the purchase, atten- 
tion should be given to possible re- 
strictions in deeds. Watch out for the 
clause, “to be used for church pur- 
poses only.” The congregation may 
wish to borrow money on the prop- 


erty, which could be done only with 
difficulty with-such .a restriction, or 
they might change their mind about 
actually building on it and experience 
much difficulty in selling. 


Community factors relating to the 
location of a church should always 
be considered. Choose a natural com- 
munity center, perhaps near a school. 
Beware of a gift lot “on a nice quiet 
street.” In a city, check for good pub- 
lic transportation, ascertain what re- 
ligious groups predominate in the 
community, and study its anticipated 
growth. These principles apply in the 
main to rural areas as well. To sum- 
marize: seek to locate the church in 
a natural community center. Avoid- 
ance of population barriers such as 
railroad tracks, cemeteries, industrial 
plants, rivers, and sometimes parks, 
is recommended. 


Studies have shown that today’s 
congregations will drive longer dis- 
tances to more appropriate locations. 
The rise of the automobile with at- 
tendant mobility of American people 
has made church attendance increas- 
ingly selective. Congregations are no 
longer composed of neighbors, but of 
like-minded people from miles around. 
General accessibility may therefore 
be sometimes of greater importance 
than the immediate community. Fav- 
oring location of the church near the 
geographic center of the parish, are 
studies showing that interest in the 
work of the church school has defi- 
nite relationship to proximity. 


Cultivation of good will in the new 
community is imperative. It is neces- 
sary to work with city or local plan- 
ning commissions, and sometimes 
church councils. Public hearings may 
be required before building permits 
are issued. Here is where coopera- 
tion and not collision will pay off. 
Churches should be ready to show 
their resources, and that the project- 
ed building will be an asset and not

The provisions in a will are affected by changes in financial stability, 
changes in business conditions, and especially by changes in the tax laws. 
Provisions for meeting state and federal taxes are usually important, since 
lack of adequate liquid assets to meet these estate transfer costs may cause 
serious problems for the executor and heirs. Many of our friends in naming 
us in their wills feel that they will not have outstanding debts; that the liquid 
assets they are leaving will be adequate to take care of their final expenses; 
plus the various gifts to the family as well as other charities and religious 
organizations. Yet they overlook the important fact that times change, laws 
change and, in many cases in addition to administration fees, state and fed- 
eral taxes may amount to a substantial part of the estate and leave no funds 
to fill the desire of the deceased. 

In many incidents the cash is insufficient to meet the above mentioned 
costs, and the executor is forced to sell valuable assets, depleting the estate 
and reducing the income of the heirs as well as the intended gifts to the 
various charities and religious organizations. 

Much of this can be overcome by reviewing one’s will from time to time 
and seeking professional and legal help in the area of estate planning. 

Many of our friends do not realize that it is possible to take care of any 
gift mentioned in a will by giving it now to Bethany Bible College and re- 
ceive an income from it for life as well as providing income for a survivor.

in Yosemite. The temperature at the 
lake in the summer generally runs 
about 15 degrees cooler than the 
valley which makes it ideal for a 
camp of this kind. The altitude is 
8500 feet. 
Emerald Cove has been in opera- 
_ tion for the past 5 years with restric- 
tions as to size and improvements. 
During 1959 the entire summer was 
booked to capacity. The present site 
is to be cleared and used for public 
camp grounds according to the mas- 
ter plan of the forest service. The new 
site which has just recently been 


~ made available has ideal features for 


this type of planned operation such 

as privacy, unlimited recreational 

- area, ideal water conditions, easy ac- 
cesability and natural beauty.

After making your reservation you 
will need to do only two simple 
things. 1. Smallpox vaccination. You 
must have gotten it within the last 
three years. Then it must have been 
validated by your local county health 
office. We can send you a special 
form for this if you wish. 2. Mexican 
Tourist Card. This may be purchased 
at any Mexican Consulate (see your 
phone book), or at any Mexican 
Tourist Bureau. You will need citizen- 
ship evidence — a birth certificate or 
a voter's registration slip. If you have 
a birth certificate you can even get 
your tourist card at the ticket counter 
at Pan America in the Los Angeles 
Airport. It will cost you $3.00. 

Acapulco is tropical, and in March 
is about like midsummer in the U.S. 
Mexico City, however, is high — 7400 
feet — and though never very cold, 
the air is light and quite chilly at 
night. Conservative clothing for Mex- 
ico City (they frown on women’s 
slacks ), but very light summer clothes 
for Acapulco. 

Dollars may be converted to pesos 
at the airport bank in Los Angeles or 
after we get to the Mexico City air- 
port. Travellers Checks are the safest 
way to carry any large amount of 
money, since they are honored any- 
where, and easily cashed at your 
hotel or any place of business. Little 
cards to show you the value of your 
dollar in terms of pesos will be pro- 
vided for you free.

MEN, we must be prepared to win 
men! Unpreparedness can be a very 
foolish and dangerous thing. In the 
early 1900's a wildcat oilwell was be- 
ing drilled South of Tampico. The 
boilers were fired with coal as there 
was no other source of fire power. 
The drilling crew was always in dan- 
ger as the big bits ate their way deep- 
er into the open hole. The fire under 
the boiler could not be put out quick-

a liability to the neighborhood. In 
better residential districts churches 
are often rated as undesirable neigh- 
bors. Realators may support these 
premises. It has been found that 
neighborhood residents especially ob- 
ject to parking, and frequently have 
the notion that churches are noisy. 
Christian diplomacy will help in 
handling these and other antagon- 
isms. 

It is easy to set forth desirable 
characteristics for the new church lo- 
cation, but all too often the ideal site 
is not available. If enough land can 


_be secured in a reasonably good loca- 


tion, remember that a good architect 


has the skills needed to adapt the 
_ buildings to the physical conditions of 
_ the site. Generally speaking, ground 


higher than street level is desirable, 


_ and that lower than street level is not 
usually effective. In planning the new 
church, principles of church location 
should be studied, and the best pos- 
sible application made to the situa- 


tion at hand. 
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ly enough in case they ran into a 
sudden pocket of gas or new sand 
with pressure oil in it. The oil or gas 
would come up the open hole and 
ignite from the fire of the boiler be- 
fore the burning coal could be quen- 
ched with the buckets of water that 
were kept nearby for just such an 
emergency. 

One day, with a shriek that con- 
gealed the blood of the crew, the 
well suddenly “came in” — gas, fleck- 
ed with oil. It took fore from the 
boiler and burned the rig, grew in 
volume, began to eat away the rim 
of the hole and turned into a solid 
stream of oil and flame standing like 
a monstrous ostrich feather some 
2,000 feet or more above the ground 
—rolling, tumbling, whistling and 
white-hot, completely out of control. 
The fire could be seen for a hundred 
miles out on the Gulf of Mexico. 
During the weeks that it burned the 
rim was eaten away until the hole 
was a huge crater, acres in extent. 

Dos Bocas, probably one of the 
greatest oil wells ever discovered by 
man, finally burned itself out. The 
ever widening crater filled with salt 
water and sulphur, and continued for 
years to bubble up at the center of 
the dismal lake that was formed. Salt 
water killed all vegetation. To this 
day the 50 acre lake is still there, 
South of Tampico, at the north end 
of the Golden Lane of Mexico, a 
monument in water to a loss of prob- 
ably a hundred million barrels of oil 
and to man’s unpreparedness! 


My purpose in this message is to 
help you be prepared and ready for 
any contingency as we dig in to es- 
tablish a “beach head” for the or- 
ganizing of these men’s fellowship 
groups up and down the length and 
bredth of Northern California and 
Nevada. I am hoping and praying that 
each one of you will see the value of 
tapping and harnessing this great 
dynamo of power — this potential of

latent ability and capacity that men 
in our churches hold for the program 
of God. May you, may I, find our 
places in His program for today! 

Some of our churches, I fear, are 
only operating on one or two motors 
like a giant four motor airliner with 
motor trouble. They have forgotten 
the place of men in the program of 
God and the church! 

The sleeping giant of Pentecost is 
MEN on fire witnessing for Christ! 
Acts 1:8 declares, “But ye shall re- 
ceive power, after that the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you; and ye shall 
be witnesses unto me both in Jer- 
usalem, and in Judaea, and in Sa- 
maria, and unto the uttermost part 
of the earth.” These disciples and 
apostles, undoubtedly, without excep- 
tion began to fulfill this prophetic 
promise after the day of Pentecost. 
But please note Acts 8:1 with me, 
“At that time there was a great per- 
secution against the church which was 
at Jerusalem; and thy were all scatter- 
ed abroad throughout the regions of 
Judaea and Samaria, except the apos- 
tles.”. Observe: whatever start the 
Holy Spirit gave the church in Ju- 
daea and Samaria, according to this 
above verse, it was through the chan- 
nels of the lay people! 

May our goal ever be in Pentecost 
today, EVERY MAN WIN A MAN! 
This is not intended to be a social 
reform. This work is intended to be 
soul transformation . . . to woo, to 
love, to court, to win! Men, Jesus 
is quoted as saying in Mark 1:17 
“Come ye after me and I will make 
you to become fishers of MEN!” Men, 
have we forgotten in the midst of all 
our Pentecostal blessings to interest 
men through our witness? John 17:18, 
20 states “As Thou hast sent Me into 
the world, even so have I also sent 
them into the world. Neither pray I 
for these alone, but for them also 
which shall believe on Me through 
their word.” 

To accomplish this heart-throb of 
the Master of men takes ENTHUS- 
IASM! This is the quality that never 
fails. When you are full of enthusiasm 
you are full of magic! The Greeks 
who invented this word saw the mir- 
acle of enthusiasm. It meant “God in 
us!”
